•wont to furnish by the testimony of 
James H. Ingersoll in tho suit in 
stituted against the estate of County 
Auditor James Watson, to recover 
$7,729,282 (instituted on tho ground 
that the county wns defrauded out of 
that sum by fraudulent hills). In 
gersoH testifies th.it in I860 and 1870 
lie furnished materials to the county, 
through Tweed, Woodward, Sweeny, 
Watson and others. Ingersoll was 
told by Woodward that ho must 
make his bills largo enough to pay 
Tweed twenty-five per cent, and Con- 
nelly ten per cent. In 1808 live per 
cent, was added, to be equally divid- 
ed between Watson and Woodward. 
In 1809 Tweed was getting twenty- 
five per cent., Connelly twenty per 
cent., Watson five per cent., and 
Woodward five per cent. His bills 
were not varified, nor was there any 
proof given by him of their correct- 
ness. He furnished his bills to Wat- 
son, who did tl»e figuring of the ac- 
counts to bo divided, ttud he (Wat- 
son) gave him warrants to pay for 
his share. Warrants amounting to 
about §800,000, for repairing and 
furnishing armories and drill rooms 
and other public buildings, were 
identified by Ingersoll as warrants 
on which he had received forty per 
cent., the remainder being divided 
among other members of the ring 
What a pity it is that all men are not 
honest.
